8. INTRODUCnON 

A, Objectives of the project 

With the support of the United States Office of Education^ 
the Los i^geles City Junior College District conducted In the 
sunnier of 1967 a six week experimental program for educationally 
disadvantaged youth of the districto The program was designed for 
the following groups: 

Cl) Fifty culturally disadvantaged students whose high school 
records indicated a poor prognosis for success In college 
or who drop^ out of high school because of academic 

fal lure* 

(2) Fifty students from bilingual homes whose high school scholar* 
ship records Indicated a poor prognosis for success In college 
or who dropped out of high school because of academivc failure* 

C3) Fifty students who entered one of the colle^ In the dis* 
trict during the 1966*67 year In good standfag tet who did 
not maintain a satisfactory grade average and thus would 
have beiMi forced to Interrupt their education* 

The objectives of the program, as stated In the prospectus for 
the project, were: 

a* To expend, refine, test, and redirect the teaching meth^s 
and materials for culturally disadvantaged youth started 
In a prior project as a result of discoveries of Ij- 
structors In the program and research studies which have 

been made* 

b. To retrain selected Junior college Instructors from t^ 
six colleges In the district to the needs of culturally 
disadvantaged students using the In-service training as- 
pects developed In the previous project* 

c. To recruit, train, and develop a corps of able Teacher 
Assistants able to go back to their community to Imple- 
ment the program In their college and to later serve as 
leaders In encouraging the development of community pro- 
grams and community agencies to work to solve this cri- 
tical problem.

A, Personal Characteristics 

To ascertain personal characteristics of the students which 
might have relevance to the program objectives, a slxtyels^t l^tem 
cpiestlonnaire was adbilnisterad and the results tabulated. IA0 stu*^ 
dents completed the questionnaire. Following Is a suneary digest of 
the Information obtained. 

Students* ages ranged from 16 to 24 with a median age of 18. 

55% of the students were male, 98% unmarried. Three fourths of thorn 
had lived In Los Angeles for ten years or more, 93% with parents. Al- 
most one third stated that there parents were separated or divorced. 

Over 80% of father's ocojpatlons were listed In unskilled, semi** 
skilled or skilled worker category. 70% of the students indicated 
that at some time In their life their mothers had worked, with one third 
of these stating they had worked all their (the students) lives.

Figure 3 Indicates distributions of raw scores and the distribu- 
tion of difference scores for the CRT Reading Vocabulary pre-test 
and poet-test, and Table 3 Indicates pertinent statistics. Although 
none of the three dlfferiSices In mean scores Is statistically signi- 
ficant, all three groups averaged higher on the poet-test than the 
pre-test, with Group 3 showing the most gain end Group I showing the 

least. 

Figure U presents distributions of raw scores* for the Reeding 
For Understanding flacanant Test. Group I averaged the same score 
* ' on both pre-test and post-test , whi la the other two groups showed a 

slight but not statistically significant ImprovwNnt. Table h Indl- 
pertinent statistics.

This study describe msA uvsliistss %om arsas of on oxporiManUl 
progrm for 150 oducotlonolly dlsodvantogod youths of tho Los Angotes 
City Jimfor CoHogo district » hold In the suonor of I 967 on tho caopus 
of Los Angelos City Collogoo Throe groups of fifty students usre Involved: 
(I) oulturatly disadvantaged, (2) blllngually disadvantaged, and <3) 
college dfs^Ufledo This report Is tlnlted to considerations of stu- 
dent attributes and changes In those attributes during the progran. Other 
reports will discuss curriculum naterlals, teaching methodology, and re- 
lated topics. 

Students In Croups 1 and 2 were selected from twenty-f@ur local 
high schools. Students In Croup 3 were selected from all six Los Angeles 
city Junior colleges. About half of each groupware male. Most of the 
students were long-time Los Angeles residents, with family and background 
characteristics similar to those found In other studies of disadvantaged 
students (e.g., L.A.CoC. Cesearch Study #64-15). 

Performancs on the SCAT test by Croup 3 students was about equivalent 
to that of all entering lACC students, while the perforMnce of Croups I and 
2 was considerably lower. Croup 2 s h owed a much higher aptitude level whan 
measured by a non-verbal test. Croup 1 psrformanes on this test was only 
•lightly highar.

Indicated proficiency at about the tenth grade level for Grcupi I and 2, 
and twelfth grade level for Group 3- All three groupe leprovad slightly 
but not significantly by the end of the projecto On the reading neasure„ 
Groupe I and 2 averaged at about the tenth percentile when conpared with 
LACC Psychology I students » Group 3 the 25th percentile. Again, Improve- 
mput nt the end of the project was positive but smell. 

Students persisted at a high rate throughout the project. Percent 
of those starting who completed the program was Sk% for Group I, for 
Group 2, and 9031 for Group 3. Grading patterns In the courses showed 
considerable variation. Overall average grade point average was 2.3^» 
sfderably above the overall UACC average. About two-thlrds of each group 
enrolled In a toe Angeles college for the Fall, 19^7 sci^ster. 

Student reaction to the program was generally qySte favorable. Aore 
criticism came from Group 3 participents than others, probably reflecting 
the fact that mmbers of this group had college experience prSor to the 
program. Students responded favorably to the ••teacher-aldas”, thought the 
field trips wortfcwhlle, would hive liked wore Individual counseling, thought 
the textbooks too easy, found their fellow students Indrjstrlous and vary 
friendly, and would strongly advise other students like themselves to attend 



such a program.
